DOUBTFUL STORIES. 


Identification of Bodies 
Denied. 


Reports received yesterday 
from the Commander ot 
HLM.LS. Sepoy seem to indicate 
that further searching go long 
after the wreck of the Kwong- 
sang is not likely to revent any- 
thirx that will throw much 
further light on the tragedy. 
A thorough seurch of the south 

shore of Funing Bay, in tho 
vieinity’ of Low Neck, whilst it 
resulted in certain discoveries, 
did not prove to be very helpful. 
Kleven Chinese bodies were 
found, none of which could bo 
identified. . Also fifteen graves 
were seen, but it is considered 
mlikely that by digging them up 
any of the bodies could be iden- 
tified, even had time permitted 
exhumation. 


Doubtful Stories, 


A horse and 28 sheep, presum- 
nhly part of the Kwongsang’s 
cargo, were ulso found. together 
with alarge number af Indo- 
China SS. Co., lifebelts. How 
ever, there was practicelly no 
sign of ship wreckage, except 2 
very small plece of white enamel- 
led wood. The Commander is of 
opinion that what wreckage 
there was has been used by the 
inhabitants by this time. 

Stories told by fishermen are 
not conpidered reliable. — It is 
now thought that a mooted junk 
expedition to Funingfu, a, town 
on the western shore of the bay, 
will nat be necessary. 


No Bodleg Identified, 

The messages are emphatic 
upon the point that no bodics 
have been identified, in spite 
of reports between ships. to 
that cffect.

MEMO TO GENEVA. | 


The Total Qutlay Amounts To | 
£108,000,000. - 


London, Yesterday. 

According to particulars now 
disclosed of the British memor- 
andum, recently forwarded. to 
Geneva, detailing the material 
and personne) of existing arma- 
ments und the expenditure there- 
on, the total outlay on the British 
Navy, Army and Air Force is 
£108,000,000, just under £50,000,- 
000 of which ‘relates to naval 
expenditure. The amount dods 
not. include pensions. Military 
returns do not include Colonial 
Government forces, of which re- 
turns will be made very soon. 
Though the number does not ex- 
ceed x few thousands of pounds 
the Dominions and Indin make 


their own returns to Geneva, 
The return shows the import- 
ance Government attaches to the 
principle of budgetary coutrol as 
an_instrument for disarmament. 
It is emphasised that the fig- 
ures presented ure unrelated to 
the proposals which Government 
will submit to the Disarmament 
Conterence-in 1932, No discus- 
sion of policy -is contained in the 
memorandum.—Reuter.

FAMINE STALKS 
IN HANKOW 


10,000 Perish in the: 
Floods. 


TERKIBLE SCENES. 


Fatalistic Peasants Wait For 
The End. ‘ 


Hankow, Yesterday. 

Reuter’s special correspondent 
yesterday toured the native city 
of Hankow and found the water 
to be ten, twelve and fifteen 
feet deep in different parts. The 
present water mark is 63 feet 
four inches, with floods still ris- 
ing. All travelling is by sampnan, 
junk, and motor boat. ‘ 

Thowsunds of one-storeyed 
houses are submerged by the 
floods, and -collapses continue 
hourly. 

The military authorities have 
forcibly removed thousands of 
refugees from roofs, but thou- 
sands still remain, stunned by 
the disaster, and  apathetically 
awaiting thelr fate. : 

It is 2 serious fact that super- 
stition holds thousands in ite 
grip. They are convinced that 
Hankow Is doomed, and refuse to 
help themselves, or be helped, 
merely awaiting death. 

Chaos and Famine. 

The native arens of Hankaw 
and Wuchang’ are places of 
misery, desolation, and ddith. At 
lett 10,000 people have perished 
since the floods overwhelmed the 
cities, and 400,000 are’ homeless, 
und destitute. 3 

Dysentery and typhoft are 
claiming many victims daily, ind 
the doctors belicve that when 
the floods subside probably in 
September, serious ‘epidemics 
must rage, 

So far no apparent progress 
has been mode in feeding the 
multitude of starving destitutes. 
There is chaos on every hand, and 
sufferinss and disaster beyond 
description. Very little food is 
procurable, and there are no 
vegetables. The threat of famine 
becomes more serious daily. Im- 
mediate relief is required to save 
the thousands of lives. It is a 
stupendous task which cannot be 
organised locally.—Reuter,

Before taking-off, he 
checked up on my harness, (the 
wun-fighting safety belt), to 
ascertain that I was safely held in, 
and we took off.

The pecullarity of a loop, ‘is that 
one appears to be standing ail, 
while the world goes round. The 
earth olides flat underneath, and 
if one keeps looking straight ahead, 
first sky and clouds pass through 
the field of vision until the horizon 
eomes round nayain from over the 
top, and the earth ia there, smack 
in front, and rushing up at colossal 
speed until an even keel fs again 
reached. 

T had such a feeling of excite- 
ment nfter the two Toops, that the 
sight of the nilot flying slong 
scanning the horizon nonchalantly, 
gave me quite a unpleagant shock, 

Looping .is usually the initial 
atunt in which the budding alrman 
indulges followed by sideslips, rolls, 
half-loops and rolly, flat turns, and 
finally the spin. Having gone 
through all-these with more or less 
sang froid, and having now start 
ed piloting myself T was ordered 
by my Instructor to put the ma- 
chine into a apin, and Josing 1,600 
ft. of height, to pull out towards 
a certain neck of land.

VERBODY In Europe, and 
many of the more Intelligent 

in America, have always said that 
the war debts can never be com- 
pletely repaid. It was obviously 
outrageous and absurd to suppose 
that Europe would continue to pay 
glyantle numa te Amerien for the 
next two generations en account of 
a war which ja already a more 
name to anyone under twenty ‘or 
even tiventy-flve. : 
Few, however, have formed any 
clear iden of how the war pay- 
ments will como to an end. It is 
certain that America will insist on 
tho payments as fony as she can, 
just as France will inglst on hor 
reparations from Germany.« Tlow 
are the debtors to shake off their 
obligations? We may see tho 
answer to this a little more clearly 
before many months have passed. 

Germany's Crisis, 

The foundation of the wholo 
pyramid of war reparations and 
debt payments has all along been 
Germany’s capacity te export an 
enormous quantity of goods, The 
oviginal fantastic dreams of what 
Germany would do in that way had 
to be modified again and again till 
they were in some temporary ap- 
proximation te the hard facts of 
German experts, nnd these modifica: 
tions are what France speaks of na 
the “concessions she haa “made, 
The last of these was the Young 
<]Plan, which was a modification of 
the Dawes Plan, which was-a com- 
parative rationalisation of the pre- 
eeding nonsense. 

Now Germany, hard hit, like the 
rett of the world, by the world 
depression in trade, finds that sho 
cannot carry out the Young Plan, 
The fall in prices has meant that 
her debt, Instend of being’ reduced, 
has heen inerentod, She has to

produce and sell abroad fnr morc 
foots to obtain tho flxed number of 
doltarm, pounds, or any cther gold 
currency, and [t cannot be done, 

Her Government has over four 
million unemployed on dts hands; 
distress [n, almost untversal; to 
avold bankruptey special drastic 
taxation hns to be imposed; there 
aro the gravest fears of revolution. 
Tho only way out fe to obtain Rome 
rellef on the nido of reparations. 
That can he done of Gerniany's own 
cholee by poktponing part. of tho 
reparation payments for two years 
but on that Hine the rellef would be 
only temporary; the debt would atill 
bo piling up, and there fs no gunt+ 
antee that In two yearn things will 
be any better. 

The Creditors. 

Germany, therefore, Is asking 
her creditora to como into another 
conference in order to scale down 
the reparations once more. Her 
principal creditom, however—France 
and Britatn—have their own debts 
to pay and cannot give’ relief un- 
leas they got tt. France is not even 
willing, because she wishes to keep 
Germany o4 far down ns possible, 
and is grimly deaf to any German 
appeals,’ Britain, knowing that her 
anivation depends on the restoration 
of world prosperity and. embarraass- 
ed by Germany’sa , reparation ex: 
perts, is willing enough even to 
abolish the reparations, but nesds 
them to pay America. 

The position ia, therefore, that 
Britain would be gland to have a 
reductfon of American clalma, and 
would pass the reduction on to Ger: 
many and France; France would 
probably reduce her claims on Ger- 
many by just so much aa American 
and British claims on herself were 
reduced, but even that concession 
would have to be dragged out of 
her. All, ‘finally, depends on whe:

We 
have to undorstnud the American 
view. It {3 primarity that of a 
man who has lent a large sum of 
money to somebody who camo beg- 
ging humbly for ft, promlaing 
solemnly to repay, and ‘who now 
turns round ant Insolently demands 
to be let off payment on tha ground 
that it iz not convenlent. Tho 
average American regard; that sig. 
geation os impudent dishonesty, and 
resents {t flercely, the more so an ho 
is himself in difficulties abl the 
moment. 

From our point of view, all these 
answera ond retorts displays a de. 
plorable — almost terrifylng — Inck 
of comprehension of the tre nature 
of the situation. 

The Chances. . 

Apart from any consideration of 
a synipathetic kind, it would be 
merely suictdal for the United 
States to force Germany into re- 
volution and the rest of Europo 
Into bankruptey, ‘That and nathing 
lesa Ja the danger, but it is aa 
abvious that even America ta 
heginning at least to respect ft. 

When ahe scos it clearly, she will 
‘probably recognise that she has to 
make the best of a bad bargnin, 
and coment to nome auch arrange. 
ment as will alave off dhe evil day, 

So, year by year, the original 
nenseless scheme of reparations and 
war debts will be gradually whittled 
away to something insignificant. 
would be n blersing bf if could be 
done at one atroke, hut that is too 
mitch to hope for.

Portia in the Post Office. 


ITHIN one month, two cnses of delibernte attempt to defraud 
the postal revenue have been brought into Court. The first 
cnse was reported on July 27, and a fine of $200 was imposed. On 
that occasion 95 letters were intercepted. The other case was 
mentioned last Thursday, and a fine of $15 was reganded as ample. 
In this latter case only six letters were intercepted. It is with this 
lastementioned case we are concerned to-day, and more especially 
with the Postmaster-General’s Portia-like pleading. . He is reported 
to have said in Court that it was not a very serious case, and not 
quite such an obvious attempt to defraud as the other. Therefore, 
a moderate fine waa all that was required to discourage a ‘practice 
growing into a nuisance. . 

_ While the Postmaster-General. may be lauded for exhibiting 
auch rare tolerance and displaying such great compassion, he will 
hardly earn applause for the means he suggests to the Court by 
which to discourage a practice assuming the proportions of a 
nuisance. His pleading redolent of the beat there is in mercy is, at 
one and the same time, a mass, or mess, of inconsistency. 


The two cases were deliberate attempts te defraud the postat 
revenue. Only a matter of degree, that is, the amount involved in 
the defraud, differentiated them. , This one fact, howover, docs not 
by one iota legsen the scriousness of the offences, nor does it make 
one attempt, either ‘more or less, obvious than the other. 

- It was admitted that the practice of defrauding the postal 
revenue was growing into a nuisance. The Postmaster-Gencral 
admitted that himself, Yet, he was able to. find it possible to in- 
voke leniency to aid in discouraging it. ‘This is difficult to under- 
atand. For every one case brought to book, it may be safe to pre- 
sume that nine go undetected. Cases of this nature are most dif- 
ficult to detect. And, as the Postmaster-General said a month ago, 
“Your Worship will understand that twenty of these men per day 
would make quite a difference in the stamp revenue.” We should 
say so. How then can o request for the imposition of a moderate 
fine be substantlated? 

If an honest attempt is to be made to discourage this practice, 
mawkish sympathy will serve no useful purpose. Exemplary and 
deterrent sentences alone will suffice. Portia must give place to 
Shylock. There must be no furtive wiping of eyes a8 a caso is 
being pressed homo. Hearts must be stecled, and the public pro- 
tected against itself, so that there may be no raising of the postage 
rates to make good the losses incurred by all too soft-hearted, all 
too sympathetic postal officials, 

The Postmaater-General might be asked to bear in mind: 

Ho that’s merciful 
Unto the bad, is gruel to tha good.

EUROPEANS WELCOMF”, 


The Chinese people have an in- 
herent pagaton for dramatic art, 
and the theatre is closely linked up 
with many aspects of thelr natfonal 
ite. Few celebrations can _be 
considered complete whieh do not 
Include a theatrical performance of 
nome sort. The “birthdays” of 
various gods and “pation saints,” 
the observance of national festivals, 
or the rejoicing over a happy event 
In the household of a promiment 
citizen, allke may justify the sum- 
moning of a troupe of travelling 
netors, and the erection of a 
temporary thentre. 

Let us agatime that some such 
occasion bas firiuen, and that we are 
about to vigit the theatre which 
hag been built within the Inat 
forty-cinht hours, It stands hes 
fore ua ona piece of waste ground, 
an intricate framework of bamboo, 
covered with matting of woven 
palm leaves, The outstanding fea- 
ture of the structure is that not a 
Bingley nall has becn used in its erec- 
tion, ity aldes extend over an 
pren two hundred feet square, 
the apex of its pyramidical roof 
towers seventyt feet above our 
hends, yet every joint in the maze 
of bamboo posts, beams and struts 
has been tled together with strands 
of rattan, and the palm leaf cover> 
ing has been similarly secured = to 
the framework, 

Orientul Courtesy. 

We pay a amall entrance fee and 
pass within, As Eurepenn vinitors 
we are welcomed with true Oriental 
courtesy, and, guided through the 
audience closely packed on benches 
of rough planking, we are at length 
ushered intu the seats of honour, 
some rather ricketty wooden chairs 
immediately in front of the stage. 
The stage itself, also constructed of 
bamboo and planking, is richly de- 
corated with gaily eoluured = Gllk 
tapeatrics and embroideries, but is 
quite devoid of scenery or theatrical 
“props” in a Western sense. 

The performance, which will last, 
with short intervals for reat and 
réfreshment, over the next two or 
three days and nighty, is already in 
progress, and ay we take our seats, 
the hero, clad in. resplendent robes 

- of silk, is declaiming Tils Ines with 
great gusto. 

In the Western_thentre it Is not 
uncommon for certain scenes to be 
enacted to the accompaniment of 
“soft music.” There is no soft 
music about. the Chinese theatre! 
The “orchestra,” prominently 
nituated at one end of the stage, 
conalsts of several squeaky native 
fiddles and shrill reed pipes, a num- 
ber of drums of various sizes, and 
a variety of cymbals ranging from

Looking around, our hero €x- 
presses hin desire to ageend 
“yonder mountain,” whereupon the 
“ytage manuger,” elad only in a 
pair of thin cotton panta, rushes 
on in full vlew of the audience, and 
places two choirs on top of the 
table which was formerly the lea- 
house. Thugs does the ten-house 
become the mountain, A atrenu- 
ous pantomimic climb brings the 
lovers at length to the summit, and 
here it Is that they encounter: ths 
villain, who {fs depicted a8 a “bar- 
arian,” the Mteral translation of 
the Chinese term for all foreigners. 
This gentleman has his face pninted 
a vivid shade of green, with points 
of black about his chin, cheeks and 
forehead, Augmented by a flow- 
ing black beard, . the result Is a 
xroteaque countenance of flendishly 
evil expression. 

Inevitably, the hero and the 
villain do battle, but it ia a battle 
of peatures and postures, not of 
single blow being struck, so that 
when at length the villain falls 
dead (to an car-ahattering crescen- 
do from the band), the manner of 
his death ia not very clear to a 
Wostorn. mind, says John Revie in 
the Glasgow News.

Experiments That Will

the outstanding development of the 
future.

TRAFFIC THROUGH THE 
HOLLAND TUNNEL. 

The Holland Tunnel which con- 
nects the states of New York and 
New Jersey is two miles long.

$3,000,000,000 IN 1931. 


World’s Highway 
Bill, 


One hundred and ten nations 


of the world will spend at least 
$3,000,000,000 on roads and road 
construction during 1931, World- 
wide investigations by the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce disclose that in the 
majority of countries the road 
building has been stimulated as 
a measure of unemployment re- 
lief, and.ag a consequence, world 
highway budgets were larger (n 
1930 fhon in 1929, and are ex- 
pected to be larger than ever be- 
ore in 1981, 

The United States Icads in the 
highway construction pro- 
g umme with estimated expendi- 
tures to reach $2,000,000,000 
during the year. Many other 
countries are proportionately in- 
creasing their highway budgets 
to relieve unemployment, From 
Japan comes the news of a special 
and additional 4,000,000 yen for 
1931 roads; the ‘Canadian expen- 
ditures are expected to be in- 
creased by $20,000,000. Mexico 
is pushing its great trunk high- 
way syatem to give Mexico City 
modern highway connection with 
Vera Cruz on the Gulf and Laredo 
and tha United States on the 
north. Avyentina in the clos- 
ing days of 1930 issued a decree 
alling for bids for the construc- 
tion of soma 800 miles of paved 
highways with an estimated out- 
lay of $200,000,000 or more. Al- 
gerla, the Sudan, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Greece all have increased 
their 1980 budgets. Jugo-Sla- 
via has a $13,000,000 project on 
foot for approximately 500 
miles. Hungary has an ambiti- 
ous programme already © under 
way and Bulgaria has doubled its 
highway budget for the previous 
year. Italy haa a vast Public 
‘Works programme employing 
close to 60,000 men for highway 
construction. “Belgium, Austrian 
and the United Kingdom all have 
additional plans for the year. In 
the Philippines $6,000,000 are to 
be used for highway conatruc- 
tion.
